Steel  Plates  Bent  Into  Stair-Steps

Steel  plates  18  by  7 feet  for  the 
deck  of  the  new  BY'U  football 
stadium  are  being  bent  into  stair- 
steps at  the  Pittsburgh-Des 
Moines  Steel  fabricating  plant  at 
Geneva. 

The  steel  plates  for  the  deck 
of  the  new  stadium  are  lifted  into 
a huge  500-ton  press  by  a hy- 
draikic  hoist  and  are  bent  into 
shape  by  stretching  the  metal. 
Eventually  the  plates,  3/16  of  an 
inch  thick,  will  be  welded  to- 
gether to  form  the  deck  of  the 
stadium  stands. 

“IT  IS  THE  SAME  process  as 
when  you  fold  a piece  of  paper 
into  accordian  shape:  you  bend 
the  paper  but  the  result  is  strong- 
er than  the  original  flat  sheet  of 
paper,”  said  Richard  L.  Marshall,, 
district  sales  manager  for  Pitts- 
burgh-Des Moines  Steel  Co. 

The  26,812  seat  stadium  will 
take  about  1,500  of  the  steel 
plates  to  form  the  decks  on  the 
east  and  "west  sides  of  the  stad- 
ium. 

THE  CONTRACT  steel  for  the. 
stadium  is  located  at  the  Geneva 
Works  of  US  Steel  Corp. 

Construction  work  pn  .the  new 
stadiuin  is  scheduled  to  begin  the 
first  part  of  April. 

Over  half  of  the  S8(X),000  goal 
has  been  reached  and  is  still 
climbing,  according  to  Clyde 
Weeks,  secretary  of  the  steering 
committee  for  the  Stadium  Fund 
Drive. 

APPROXI3IATELY  $410,000  has 
been  raised  and  the  committee 
plans  on  having  the  stadium  com- 
pletely financed  by  the  time  “we  | 
start  playing  ball,”  according  tOj 
Mr.  Weeks.  I 


The  BY’U  stadium  will  be  sim- 
ilar to  the  one  of  its  WAC  neigh- 
bor, University  of  Wyoming,  at 
Laramie,  Wyo.,  which  also  was 
designed  and  built  by  the  Pitts- 
burgh-Des  Moines  Steel  Co. 

The  supporting  steel  will  be 
shipped  pre-shaped  from  Geneva. 
This  includes  pipe  shapes  for  the 
upright  columns,  I-beams,  chan- 
nels and  angles. 

PITTSBUGH— Des  Moines  will 
also  pour  the  footings,  build  the 


press  box,  paint  the  stands  and 
install  the  Alaskan  cedar  bleach- 
er seats. 

BYU  will  be  responsible  for  the 
rest  of  the  work,  said  Sam  Brew- 
ster, physical  plant  director.  This 
includes  grading  and  excavating, 
the  running  track,  football  field, 
night  lighting,  parking  lots,  rest 
rooms,  concession  stands,  fences, 
walks,  public  address  sytems,' 
scdreboard,  ticket  booths,  utili- 
ties, landscaping,  etc.

THIS  AND  other  plants  are 
now  being  featured  in  the  floral 
exhibit  which  is  being  held  in 
the  greenhouse  of  the  Cluff 
Plant  Science  Laboratory,  open
